Tbe  Aonnal  School  Meeting  for  the  porpoae 
of  reeding  the  School  Report  was  held  In  the 
Centre  8cbool  buildtaf  on  Momiay  evening 
last  About  fl  »  or  sevin'y-flveci  Ueor.Jegal 
rotrrs  of  the  Township,  met  and  heard  and 
were  In »t meted  as  to  the  manner  la  which  our 
schools  are  being  conducted.  The  meeting 
waa  called  to  order  by  tbe  District  Clerk  and 
upon  motion  Mr.  P.  W  Lyon  w*a  selected  as 
<  balrmao  of  tbe  meeting  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Bald 
win ,  Secretary,  read  the  call  for  the  meeting, 
after  which  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meet¬ 
ing  were  read  and  on  motion  were  approved. 
The  Annual  Report  was  than  read  which  coo- 
dual  rely  demonstrated  tbe  fact  that  although 
Bloomfield  may  be  aomewhat  behind  the  age 
as  regards  some  things,  still  her  school  system 
will  compere  favorably  with  auy  in  the  iUte. 
The  Report  was  a  clear,  concise  and  compre¬ 
hensive  summary  of  the  doings  of  the  schools, 
whieh  are  three  In  number,  via.,  Centre,  Berke¬ 
ley  and  Brook  side.  It  showed  that  each  de¬ 
partment  waa  efficiently  managed  by  a  teacher 
of  ability,  as  well  as  disciplinarian  character, 
and  la  every  oae  of  tbe  several  departments 
marked  Improvement  in  the  advancement  of 
scholars  la  their  studies  was  a  noticeable 
feature.  Tbe  Report  also  showed  that  the 
Principal  and  his  corps  of  assistants  have  faith¬ 
fully  and  conscientiously  discharged  their  duties 
towards  thoaa  under  their  caret  and  If  any 
scholar  baa  not  made  headway  in  their  classes, 
the  fault  lie*  wholly  with  themselves  and  not 
with  their  teachers.  Another  feature  of  the 
Annual  Report  waa  the  Report  of  the  Trustees’ 
part  of  the  year’s  work.  To  them  the  thanks 
of  the  Township  at  large  are  dua  for  the  un¬ 
tiring  seal  abd  earnestness  they  have  showu 
In  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  oar  school 
system.  The  Report,  as  read,  was  unanimous¬ 
ly  received  and  approved. 

The  next  thing  in  order  waa  the  election  of 
two  trustees  for  a  term  of  throe  year*  to  All  th# 
vacancies  of  expired  terms.  Tbe  following  noi 
(nations  were  made  :  C.  W.  Maxfleld,  Rev.  Dr. 
Seibert,  C.  Pclonbet  and  Rev.  Dr.  Btubbert.  Mes¬ 
srs.  J  B.  Reford,  D.  O.  Gura brant  and  Theo.  H. 
Ward  were  appointed  tellers.  Tbe  vote  was  tak¬ 
en  by  ballot,  with  the  following  result:  Mr.  C. 
Peloubct  received  8^votes  ;  C.  W.  llaxfleld, 
31 ;  Rev.  Dr.  Seibert,  8  ;  Rev.  Dr.  Stubbert,  13 
Meaara.  Mr.  Peloubet  and  Maxfleld,  haring  tbe 
highest  number  of  votes,  were  declared  elect¬ 
ed. 

Rev.  A.  C.  Friaaeil  made  a  few  remark*  In 
reference  to 'the  feasibility  of  Increasing  the 
number  of  books  in  the  library  of  the  school, 
wbicb  numbered  some  340  volumes,  and  pre¬ 
sented  a  subscription  Hat  for  the  purpose  of 
furthering  the  object.  Mr.  C.  M.  Davis  asked 
what  departments  had  acceas  to  the  Library, 
and  waa  Informed  that  tbe  books  in  the-  Library 
were  more  adapted  to  the  use  of  the  Grammar 
and  Uigh  School  department*,  being  of 
historical  and  scientific  character ;  but,  wb 
these  departments  warn  favored,  none  of  the 
other  department*  were  excluded  from  using 
the  book*  If  they  desired  to.  It  transpire*  that 
tbe  SAate  adds  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every 
ten  dollars  raised  (&  schools  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  libraries  or  mechanical  apparatus 
for  >Le  use  of  schools,  which  Is  a  great  help 
a  pra! sewer  hy  law  in  the  Interest  of  our  Public 
Schools.  Mr.  David  O.  Garabrant  circulated 
the  aubacripUoo-llat  among  those  present,  and, 
at  tbe  close  of  tbe 
ported  as  subscribed.

A  OAATtVTINO  COHTUAAT  BET  WEBS  IT*  rUBSSXT 
AMD  PAST  APPSAUAHC* — SBC  SAT  AST'S  KACOJtD 
OP  THB  TBAB  TAST. 

The  Bloomfield  Cemetery  annnal  meeting  was 
held  in  the  reception-house  at  tbe  Cemetery  oo 
Monday  last.  Dr.  Joseph 'A.  Davta  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Oakes  were  elected  Managers  to  serve 
for  three  year*.  The  Secretary’s  report  waa 
read  aa  follows : 

For  anyone  to  fully  appreciate  the  condition 
of  the  Cemetery,  they  should  be  able  to  recall 
(ms  the  older  managers  and  some  of  our  elderly 
citiaens  can)  tb*  desolate  appearance  of  the 
small  lot  formerly  used  as  a  burial  ground, 
overran  with  briers  and  weeds,  and  with  mo- 
kept  paths — where  any  could  be  found.  M 
friends  bad  provided  bead-stones— some 
them  quite  expensive — to  mark  tbe  place  where 
relative*  were  laid,  yet  the  general  appearance 
waa  one  of  the  want  of  care,  Impressing 
visitor  with  the  reeling  that  when  friends  had 
laid  away  their  dead  and  had  had  tbe  grave 
deceutly  arranged  and  such  a  bead-stone  placed 
In  position  aa  they  were  able  to  provide,  that 
they  supposed  waa  all  they  could  do.  But  now 
we  find  a  commendable  desire  among  people  to 
beautify  the  resting-place  of  their  friends, 
seen  in  tbe  nicely  trimmed  hedge  and  other 
suitable  enclosure,  iu  the  shrubbery  and  flowers 
used  to  adorn  the  ground  where  loved  ones 
lie,  and  In  the  green  grass  kept  clean  and 
smooth.  Before  1860  five  small  monuments  had 
been  put  uo  in  the  Cemetery,  when  th*  heirs  of 
Elder  Israel  Crane  erected  a  large  shaft  monu¬ 
ment  ;  aad  since  then  fifty-nine  have  been  set 
up,  raanr  of  them  expensive,  attraeClve  and 
impressive,  which,  while  promoting  the  solem¬ 
nity  of  a  visit  to  a  cemetery,  dissipates  that 
morbid  melancholy  that  many  persona  feel 
when  visiting  the  place  of  interment.  There 
are  three  vaults  built,  one  of  them  very  large. 

During  tbe  year  one  hundred  have  been  com¬ 
mitted  to  this  ground  to  await  the  reawrec- 
Uon  of  the  dead.  One  waa  over  ninety  ;  four 
were  over  eighty  ;  eight  were  over  seventy,  and 
aeven  were  over  sixty  yea re  old.  Five  were 
still-born. 

The  receipt*  for  the  sale  of  lota,  for  hartals, 
and  for  care  of  lot*  hava  amounted  to  about 
$2,000.  which  haa  been  expended  for  work  and 
for  improving  the  grounda,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Dr.  Davis  and  Mr.  Edmund  IL  Davy, 
the  Supervising  Committee.
